The Mississippi and Missouri 
Rivers are receding and will con- 
tinue to fall, United States Meteor- 
ologist Hayes predicts. 

The Mississippi was at 31.2 feet 
today, a fall of .7 of a foot and an 
additional fall of 1.2 foot is ex- 
pected in the next 24 hours. The 
Missouri Rive. is falling below 
Lexington. The stage at Hermann 
today was 16 feet, a fall of 1.6 foot.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 6. — 


Speaker Parker of the House of 
Representatives was denounced in 
vigorous terms by Senator Cave of 
Callaway County, majority floor 
leader of the Senate, on the Senate 


floor this morning for his refusal 
to permit consideration of Senate 
bills in the House until the Senate 
had acted on bills which had 
passed the House. 

Cave’s remarks were unpreced- 
ented in Missouri legislative his- 
tory, it having bega an unwritten 
rule that a member of one House 
was immune’ from personal criti- 
cism from the floor of the other 
House. 

“Without regard to the, interest 
of legislation and the rights of 
“Speaker 
Parker has virtually adjourned the 
House of Representatives, an- 
nouncing that there was no work 
for the members. This in face of 
the fact that he has in his posses- 
sion more than 100 Senate bills 
which have passed this,Senate and 
have been sent to the House for its 
consideration. ‘ 

“The question is whether Prof. 
Parker is going to take up school 
again. If he is not there is little 
hope for this Senate to keep on 
passing Senate bills, 

Charges Arbitrary Methods. 

“The appalling situation is that 
the Speaker of the House has a 
week ago instructed the House 
members that they could return to 
their homes, that there was no 
business before the House. For 
three weeks the speaker refused to 
refer Senate bills to House commit- 
tees that they might be passed 
upon and placed before the House 
for action. 

“When he told the House mem- 
bers they could go to their homes 
and return in a week or ten days, 
he did not advise them of the 
number of the Senate bills which 
they could be considering. This {fs 
an outrage which the Speaker has 
perpetrated upon the people of the 
State. It ought not to be tol- 
erated. 

“The facts are that in utter dis- 
regard for the merits of legisla- 
tion, the House under the direc- 
tion of the Speaker, has been pass- 
ing House bills by the gross, kil1- 
ing them on the table, on the in- 
formal calendar, and indefinitely 
postponing them. 

“Votes on the measures have not 
been taken in accordance with the 
Constitution, The roll has not 
been called on many of the bills. 
The practice has been to use a roll 
call as it was recorded on a Dill 
passed weeks before. One Senato: 
recently said the House was using 
&@ 1921 roll call. That, of course, 
is not a statement of fact, but it is 
not a much overdrawn illustration 
of the facts. The House might as 
well use an 80-year-old roll call as 
a three weeks’ old one. 

, If the Senate would follow the 
House procedure it could clean out 
its calendar in 30 minutes. 

Bills Sent on to Be Killed. 

“The House has sent to the Sen- 
ate some 350 or 400 bills. It has 
been common talk about:the Cap- 
ito! that most of these bills were 
passed in the House without con- 
sideration and sent to the Senate in 
the expectation the Senate would 
kill them. The Senate has consid- 
ered legislation from the § stand- 
point “of quality, the House from 
a standpoint of quantity without 
regards to quality.” 

Senator Gordon, chairman of the 
Committee on Agriculture, inter- 
rupted with the remark that there 
were many House bills pending be- 
fore his committee, and that House 
members privately had asked that 
the bills they advocated on the 
floor of the House be killed in the 
Senate committee. 

Senator Williams of Troy said 
that it had been the experience of 
committee chairman that the com- 
mittees could not function on 
House bills because House mem- 
bers generally had gone home, and 
did not appear before the Senate 
committees to explain their bills. 
“The House has gone wild,” Sen- 
ator Cave continued. “It has sent 
over here a lot of half-digested 
legislation. 

“I can say that I do not believe 
the Speaker represents the senti- 
ment of the House. I do not be- 
lieve the House members gener- 
ally know that at the time he ad- 
vised them to go to their homes 
he had in his control more than 
100 Senate bills. I do not believe 
they knew he had withheld from 
House committees a large number 
of Senate bills for more than three 
weeks, 

“The House members ought to 
be working. It is fraud on the 
General Assembly and on the peo- 
ple of the State that the public 
work has been abandoned at the 
direction of the Speaker, who has 
attempted to shift to the Senate re- 
sponsibility for the situation which 
exists. 

“Tt always has been the policy

m. today, about five miles from 
Mount Stewart and about 25 miles 
from Charlottetown. The distance 
from Pittsburg is about 1000 miles.

PITTSBURG, Pa., May 6.—Offi> 
cials of the national elimination 
balloon race, advised of- reports 
that the navy balloon No. 1 had 
reached Prince Edward Island late 
today, were checking the probable 
distance covered by the bag in the 
belief that a new world’s record 
for balloons of that type had been 
established. The existing record 
for such balloons is 572 miles, set 
by S. A. U. Rasmussen July 4-6, 
1927. 

The Detroit Times entry in the 
race is still unreported. 

The Detroit Balloon Club entry’s 
pilot, Svend A. U. Rasmussen, re- 
ported to headquarters this morn- 
ing that he had landed yésterday 
at 9:15 a. m. at Empyville, near 
Camden, N. Y. He estimated the 
distance traveled roughly at 300 
miles. 


Rasmussen reported that he 
struck bad weather and went 
through rain-and sleet. At times 


the balloon sank to the level of 
tree tops. He descended to make 
observations and was unable to 
rise. 

Record of Bags Forced Down. 

The nine other entries landed 
as follows: 

Wade T. Van Orman brought his 
Goodyear VII to earth at Keese- 
ville, N. Y., after traveling 405 
miles. 

Army No. 1, Capt. W. J. Fidod, 
pilot, landed at Warwarsing, N. 
Y., 297 miles. 

Army No. 2, from Chanute Field, 
Capt. E, W. Hill, pilot, landed near § 
Branch, Ulster County, N. Y., 294 
miles. 

Army No. 3, Lieut. L. A. Lawson, 


pilot, landed near Roxbury, N. Y.., 
290 miles. 

The Pittsburger, Dr.-G. ™e 
Gallee, pilot, came down near 
Utica, N. Y., 280 miles. 


H. E. Honeywell landed his St. 
Louis Chamber of Commerce entry 
at Middlesex, N. Y., 245 miles. His 
aid was Roland T. Gaupel of St 
Louis, who was in the balloon serv- 
ice during the war.

2 bag, Lieut. Jack Richardson, 
came to grief after floating 27 
miles to Apollo, Pa. 

Honeywell Rams Mountain. 

Capt/ Honeywell, pilot of the St. 
Louis Chamber of Commerce en- 
try, who laided at Middlesex, N. Y., 
said in a message received here 
that “we rammed into a mountain, 
battled wind, snow, rain and a 
fierce blizzard and narrowly es- 
caped being dumped into Lake 
Canandaigua.” 

Honeywell said that although the 
barograph showed the “St. Louis” 
to be up 2000 feet, “we suddenly 
jammed into a mountain side.” He 
added that a “quick ballast heave 
prevented serious damage and got 
us over the top,” He said the 
balloon collided with the mountain 
about 11 o'clock Saturday night.

Mrs. Hugo Tells of Fight. 

“For about three months I have 
known an affair was going on,” 
Mrs. Hugo related. ‘“‘Several weeks 
ago I traced my husband and that 
girl to a roadhouse. Then fast 
Tuesday night I found them in a 
parked car, and there was a scene. 
She ran away. 

“Back home, I took poison, I 
was so discouraged. I recovered.

Muller, German sailor, has arrived 
here after a safe crossing of the 
Atlantic in a 22-foot life boat 
called the “Aga.”

that he was detained Saturday be- 
cause of lack of papers. ~He con- 
tinued toward Havana yesterday. 

Muller left Hamburg, Germany, 
on July 6, 1928, and cruised leis- 
urely down the coast of Europe 
and Africa until at Teneriffe in the 
Canary Islands he took aboard sup- 
plies and pointed his small craft 
toward the opposite shore of the 
Atlantic. He had reached the 
Canary Islands on Feb. 2, 1929. 

Muller, who ts 43 years old, ex- 
pects to reach Havana late this 
week, and will then sail for New 
York. He already is planning a re- 
turn trip to Germany over a more 
northerly route that would bring 
hin@to England. 

Although Muller had shown suf- 


ficient foresight to provide him 


with necessaries that brought him 
safely to the end of his long cruise, 
he had neglected to provide him- 
self with official papers for entry 
to Cuba, | It appears that he had 
at the outset no intention of visit- 
ing the island. He was held by 
immigration authorities until the 
German Ambassador extricated 
him. 


Paul Muller is not the first man 
fo cross the Atlantic alone in a 
small boat. Capt. Franz Romer 
disappeared in a hurricane off the 
Bermudas last September in a boat 
21 feet long. He had made 
the voyage across the open Atlantic 
to the Virgin Islands and Porto 
Rico, only to lose his life almost 
within sight of the mainiand.

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U. $. CONSUL SENDS DETAILS 
OF MURDER OF THREE PRIESTS 


They Were Seized by Chinese Ban- 
dits, Stripped and Shot, Bodies 
Being Thrown Into Mine. 

WASHINGTON, May 6.—Details 
of the killing of three American 
Catholic missionaries at Hwachia. 
near Chenki, in the province of 
Hunan, China, on April 24, were 
made public today by the State 
Department rrom information 
given by American Consul-Genera! 
Lockhart at Hankow. 

The three missionaries, the Rev. 
Father Walter Coveyou of’ Petos- 
key, Mich., the Rev. Father Clem- 
ent Seybold of Dunkirk, N. Y., and 
the Rev. Father Godfrey Holbein 
of Baltimore, were seized by 346 
bandit soldiers at Hwachia. The 
priests were marched about five 
miles to the mouth of a mine pit 
50 feet deep. After being stripped 
of their clothing they were shot 
and the bodies were thrown into 
the pit. 

Consul-General Lockhart said he 
had been unable to learn the mo- 
tive for the killing. Servants who 
accom panied the missionaries 
were released by the soldiers. 

Two other Catholic missionaries, 
the Rev. Father Anthony Maloney 
and the Rev. Father Miles Mc- 
Carthy, with a bodyguard of 99 
soldiers, left Chenki and found the 
mine pit on April 26. On the fol- 
lowing day they recovered the 
bodies and they returned with 
them to Chenki on April 28. Fu- 
neral service .and burial of 
bodies were arranged at 
chow, Honan, on May 4.

TORONTO, Ont., May 6.—Two- 
way telephone transmission from a 
swiftly traveling train was demon- 
Strated by the Canadian National 
Railways before a, large party of 
engineers, railroad men and repre- 
sentatives of the press of two 
countries yesterday afternoon. 

Lifting. a telephone of the or- 
dinary Continental type from its 
rest, W. D. Robb, vice president in 
charge of the railroad’s telegraph 
department, asked a switchkoard 
operator in the other end of the 
club car to connect him with W. 
G. Barber, general manager of Ca- 
nadian telegraphs, then in his of- 
fice at Toronto. ‘The train at that 
time was speeding over the Allan- 
dale branch on its way to Allan- 
dale. In a few seconds Robb was 
uttering a message of congratula- 
tions to Barber. Barber replied by 
congratulating Robb. 

After the telephone messages 
had been heard by all on board, 
tobb announced that he would 
broadcast, whereupon he spoke to 
radio station CNRT, which put his 
voice on the air from San Fran- 
cisco to Vancouver. The radio set 
on the Pullman caught it distinct- 
ly. 

The success of the test means, 
it was said, that in a short time 
in all likelihood on ali the big 
railroads of the United States and 
Canada it will be possible for a 
business man traveling on a crack 
train to go to a telephone station 
on that train, call his office or any 


other place within reach of a tele- 
phone wire and carry on a conver- 
sation with the case and privacy 
he today enjoys in his own office. 
The Canadian National Railways 


intends to equip for this service 
the International Limited from 
Chicago to Montreal, the Con- 


tinental from Montreal to . Van- 
couver, and the Maritime Express 
to Halifax, in the order named. 
The device demonstrated yester- 
day is not based on any new fun- 
damental invention, but rather ts a 
skillful utilization of a number al- 
ready employed for other electric 


work. There are no patents to 
give the Canadian National a 
monopoly. 


The system makes use of radio, 
telegraph and telephone lines with 
the usual transmitting and receiv- 
ing sets for the passengers on the 
train. 

The system is operative up to 
150 miles and as long as the tele- 
graph wires are not more than 200 
feet from the track. 

Germany has been using train 
telephone communication for some 
time, but it is one way in opera- 
tion.

A few 
yelled in frenzy. Guards marched 
the patients, clad in their night 
clothes, out of the burning wing. 

Dr. Marcus Curry, superinten- 
dent of the hospital, estimated the 
damage at $1,000,000. 

Thousands of residents of nearby 
towns, aroused by the sirens and 
the glare of the flames, hastened 
to the seene and it was necessary 
for police to establish lines.

Will Use Tons of Instruments 
in Philippines to View.

MANILA, May §.—The greatest 
group of astronomers ever to come 
to the Philippines are in the Cen- 
tral Islands ef the Archipelago to 
observe the total eclipse of the sun 
on May 3. 

Two groups of scientists from 
the United States, one from Ger- 
many and ene from the Manila 
observatory have established sta- 
tions from which to view the phe- 
nomenon. The groups from abroad 
came half way around the world, 
bringing with them tons of instra- 
ments at a cost of thousands of

ARMY ADVISER, DE 


Nationalist Officer, World 
War Tactician, Succumbs 
to Smallpox.

SHANGHAI May 6.—Col Max 
Bauer, German military adviser to 
the Chinese Government and trust- 


the World War, died 
sinalipox. 


fie had. just concluded a military 
campaign in Centra] China which 
began with the odds. against him 
and ended in complete and decisive 
victory. 


Bringing together the incohesive 
elements of the Nationalist army, 
he effectively routed strong opposi- 
tion of the Wuhan city clique, and 
in a short campaign drove thé 
conspirators from Hankow and 
Wuchang far up the Yangtse Ki- 
ang, where loyal Szechuanese cut 


‘itheir army to pleces. 


Bauer was about 60 years old. 
During the World War he was at- 
tached to Gen. Ludendorff’s staff 
and evolved a method of reducing 
fortresses by attacking with artil- 
lery supported by immediate infan- 
try movement which proved highly 
successful at Antwerp, Liege and 
other places. 

He was entrusted with execution 
of the so-called Von Hindenburg 
program of Ludendorff, which was 
promulgated when Von Hinden- 
burg himself became Chief of Staff 
on Aug. 29, 1916. Bauer worked 
indefatigably at his Gask, refusing 
to become discouraged when oth- 
ers thought it hopeless, 

Both he and Ludendorff became 
bitter enemies of the Republic at 
the end of the war, and in 1920 
he joined the so-called “Kapp 
Putsch,” or uprising to overthrow 
the Republican Government. In 
the collapse of the movement he 
escaped to Budapest. 

He returned to Germany in 1925 
under terms of President Von Hin- 
denburg’s political amnesty, but 
lived in seclusion until announce- 
ment was made of his appointment 
as bead instructor of infantry in 
the Chinese Nationalist army, a 
post which he turned into one “of 
great influence in Nationalist mili- 
tary affairs. 

Although his nominal rank 
would.not have imdicated as much, 
few doubted that he was the real 
leader of the war of last’ month 
on the Wuhan opposition to the 


~\ Nanking government and that the 


victory credited to Gen. Chiang 
Kai-Shek was in reality of his 
planning.

BORAH, INJURED, 
REST OF SEASON 


By the Associated Press. 


prospect that Charley Borah, curly 
haired sprint ace, may be kept out 
of competition for the remainder 
of the season, yesterday had served 
to tone down the discussions of the 
world record performances and up- 
sets in the Southern Pacific A. <A. 
UL. championships. 

Whether Borah will be able to 
run again this year as the result 
of the leg injury suffered in his 
race with Frank Wrykoff. was a 
matter of grave concern to follew- 
ers of the University of Southern 
California, and to one man in par- 
ticular, Dean Cromwell. 

The grizzied Trojan coach had 
been counting upon Borah for ten 
points in the California inmtercel- 
legiates here May 18, and for ten 
more in the national intercollegi- 
ates at Philadelphia next month. 

Cromwell fears that the injury 
may keep Borah inactive for four 
to six weeks, perhaps longer. Last 
year, during a dual meet here, 
Borah pulled a muscle in his right 
leg. 

He was out for a month as a 
result of the injury. During the 
running of the century dash with 
Wrykoff, he met with what loeked 
to be the same injury. Three 
world’s records were established 
during the sectional championships 
but one that was the most antici- 
pated failed to materialize. 

It had been generally believed 
that a new record would develop 
in the meeting of Wrykoff and 
Boras as each had equalled the 
recognized world’s record of 33-5 
seconds three times in recent 
weeks. Instead Borah pulled up 
lame, and Wykoff was forced to 
follow the broad back of Nathaniel 
George, Whitt'er College Negro,

LITTLE AMERICA, Antractica, 
Thursday, May 2.—(By Wireless)-— 
(Delayed.)—One of these inexplic- 
able changes in the weather took 
place here yesterday with the com- 
ing of a blizzard out of the East, 
the direction from which they usn- 
ally do not come. The wind went 
to nearly 40 miles an hour ani 
with it the temperature rose, as it 
also does almost invariably. 

When the blow started it was 42 
below zero, but last night when the 
wind began to decrease it was 9 de- 
grees above zero. 

This warmer weather had a cor- 
responding effect on the snow. 

After every blow the long drifts 
which pile up to leeward of every 
object are generally hard and so 
closely packed that they ring hol- 
lowly under foot and will support, 
without any sinking, the weight ef 
the heaviest man. But this mora- 
ing after the warmer weather we 
find that the snow was soft and 
that we sank in deeply. Everyone 
had been so used to stepping confi- 
dently on the hard surface of nu 
drift that it was surprising that it 
gave way under foot. 

Strong Aurora Seen. 

SATURDAY, May 4.—There wis 
a strong aurora last night for the 
first time in many days, as the 
moon has been either so bright as 
to the rays or the clouds obscured 
them. 

It began at 8 o’clock in the 
Northwest and soon turned into an. 
arch and then into a undulatinz 
curtain which stretched almost to 
the zenith. It lasted for several 
minutes Lefore fading. 

As the moon is getting smaller 
and lower each night the auroru 
probably will be visible more often 
in the next month «nd there will 
be opportunity to observe this 
beautiful little understood phenom- 
enon. 

The short period of comparative 
warm and which to us was almost 
unpleasant during which the ther- 
mometer went to 14 below, and it 
is again 39 below. The average 
temperature for April was nearly 
29 below zero. or nearly double the 
average for that month recorded 
by Capt. Roald Amundsen. 

44 Below Zcro. 

SUNDAY, May 5.—The most 
beautiful aurora we have yet seen 
took place last night. It began at 
about 7 p. m. (which is 7 o'clock 
in the morning of Sunday. May 5, 


at Greenwich), and it lasted with 
varying intensity until 10:30. Ev- 
ery form of the aurora was seen— 
corona, arches, curtains and 
streamers, 

Soon after 7 o'clock there were 
four waving curtains of fire 
stretching from the west to the 
east. At first they were white, but 
spots of rose began to gidw in 
them, blushing and dying down, 
and then a curtain almost directly 
Overhead seemed to part and a 
mass of whfrling fire was seen, 
flowing with rosy colors. - 

It was like a gyrating storm of 
fire, so marvelous that it drew ex- 
clamations of astonishment from 
those who remained outside in the 
cold to watch it. As the moon goes 
down we Will probably see more of 
these displays. 

The temperature was 41 below 
zero last night. 


Byrd Names Flying Fields. 

Commander Byrd has named the 
two large flying fields on the north 
and south sides of the barrier for 
two among the best friends of the 
expedition. 

“I have decided to name the 
landing fields of Little America 
after two men who have done un- 
told things for the expedition and 
without whose assistance the ex- 
pedition would have been impos- 
sible, Charles V. Bob and Raymord 
Fosdick,” the Commander sai¢ 
“There are probably the largest 
flying ,fields in the world. The 
north field will be Charley Bob 
Field and the south Raymond Fos- 
dick Field.’’ 


Charles V. Bob, mining engineer 
and banker after whom Command- 
er Byrd named one of his flying 
fields, is a well-known sportsman 
and aviation enthusiast. 

In June, 1928, he gave a lighted 
cross for Broadway Temple to be 
known as the Commander Richard 
Evelyn Byrd beacon. The beacon 
was designed to be 10 times more 
powerful than any existing beacon 
in the. world. It will be of lumi- 
nous tube type, red-orange in color 
and with fog-piercing photo lens. 
The cross itself will be 57 feet 
high and 37 feet wide and will 
be. visible to aviators 100 miles 
away. 

Raymond B. Fosdick, brother of 
Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick, is a 
trustee of the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion. He and Bob are both mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee 
headed by Charlies Evans Hughes 
as chairman, which formed the 
Byrd Aviation Associates to give 
American moral and material sup- 
port to the Byrd Antarctic expedi- 
tion, 


CHINESE NOTE 10 U. S. 
UN RIGHTS OF ALIENS 


Removal of Extraterritoria] 
Privil€ges Is Urged by Na- 
tionalist Government. 


By the Associated I ress. 
WASHINGTON, May 6.—The 


text of a note from the Chinese 
Nationalist Government looking to- 
ward abolition of American ex- 
traterritorial rights in China, 
which was presented to Secretary 
Stimson last week, was made pub- 
lit yesterday by Dr. C. C. Wu, the 
Chinese Minister. 

The note pointed out that re- 
quests for removal of these for- 
eign rights had been made at the 
Paris peace conference and later 
at the Washington arms confer- 
ence. The latter conference, it 
said, “placed on record its sympa- 
thetic disposition toward further- 
ing the aspiration of China for the 
removal of restrictions on her po- 
litical, jusisdictional and adminis- 
trative. freedom of action.” 

It added that the unification of 
China and the placing of the Na- 
tional Government on a firm basis 
had brought about “a new era” in 
the relations between the United 
States and that country through 
the conclusion of the recent tariff 
treaty. 

“But,” it continued, “it is the 
belief and the conviction of the 
Chinese Government that the pro- 
motion of such material well being 
will be accelerated by a readjust- 
ment of the relations between our 
two countries on a basis of friendly 
equality in matters of jurisdiction, 
and if the American Government 
could see its way to meet the 
wishes of the Chinese Government 
and people in this regard, it is cer- 
tain that another obstacle to the 
full and frank co-operation, in 
trade and otherwise, between the 
Chinese people and foreign na- 
tionals in this country would be 
happily removed.” 

Extraterritoriality, the note con- 
tended, had ceased to be adaptable 
to present conditions. It added 
that the close contact between 
China and the foreign powers had 
brought a rapid assimilation by 
Chinese jurists of the Western 
conceptions of law and they had 


been incorporated rapidly in Chi- 
nese jurisprudence. 

The Chinese Government pointed 
out that certain countries having 
ceased to enjoy extraterritorial 
privileges in China, “have found 
satisfaction in the protection given 
to their Nationals by Chinese laws 
and have had no cause for com- 
plaint that their interests have 
been in any way prejudiced. 

“The American Government, 
therefore, may rest assured that 
the legitimate rights and interests 
of American citizens in China will 
not be unfavorably affected in the 
least by the relinquishment of the 
extraterritorial privileges which 
they now possess.” 


HOOVER SAYS PRESERVATION 
OF IDEALS RESTS ON BIBLE 


In Message to Convention, He Says

. NEW YORK, May 6.—Former 
Govemor Alfred E. Smith last night 
received the Laetare medal, the 
annual award of the University of 
Notre Dame to the American lay 
Catholic “who in his particular 
field of endeavor has achieved such 
distinction as reflects glory upon 
the Catholic faith.”’ 

The medal was presented by the 
Rev. Charles L. O’Donnell, presi- 
dent of Notre Dame, and was 
pinned on Mr. Smith by Cardinal 
Elayes. 

One of the incidents of the pre- 
sentation was the reading of a let- 
ter from President Hoover to the 
Rev. Dr. O'Donnell, in which Mr. 
Hoover called his election opponent 
“« distinguished American and a 
great public servant.” 

“I have your letter of the 22d, 
informing me that the Laetre 
medal from the University of Notre 
Dame will, on the 5th of May, be 
awarded to Gov. Alfred E. Smith,” 
the President's letter said. / 

“T am glad you have given me 
the opportunity to jojn in congrat- 
ulations to Mr. Smith gor the honor 
which you confer upon so distin- 
guished an American and to the 
university for its public spirit in 
honoring so great a public ser- 
vant.” 

Governor Affected. 

The ceremony took place in the 
grand ballroom of the Hotel Plaza 
in the presence of a large gather- 
ing. As Cardinal Hayes pinned the 
medal on Smith's lapel the gather- 
ing applauded, Mrs. Smith smiled 
and the former Governor was visi- 
bly affected. 

In making the presentation Fa- 
ther O’Donnell praised the former 
Governor’s public and private life. 
He said Smit title to enrollment 
in the company of Laetare medal- 
ists “is founded in your long and 
honorable public career as a states- 
man, and in the unsullied virtue 
of your private life, for both of 
which alike the sowndness and sin- 
cerity of your Catholic faith stand 
out as the. moving force and ra- 
diant inspiration.” 

“As a public servant,” Father 
O’Donnell said. “you have been 
such a one as could bring his rec- 
ord into the sanctity of his home 
without fear of violating that sanc- 
tuary; as a private citizen you 
could present such a record of do- 
mestic fidelity as might be fearless- 
ly exhibited in the market place or 
in the courts of all the world. 

“Public life in America is the 
more honorable for your having 
shared it in the high stations which 
you have adorned, and the private 
life of the simple, home-loving cit- 
izen is ennobled by your example.” 

Cardinal Hayes’ Remarks. . 

Cardinal Hayes said he pro- 
claimed the former Governor “for 
the exalted prineiples you have 
shown iff™private and public life.” 

“Your loyalty, social and civic,” 
the Cardinal added, *‘are of the 
Breat and good. Never have you 
failed at the altars of your faith. 
Your devotion to your faith has il- 
lumined. and enhanced your pa- 
triotism. 

“American citizen, Christian 
gentleman, American tatesman, 
beloved friend, may God bless you.” 

The former Governor, acknowl- 
edging the distinction, said that 
“public office is anything but a bed 
of roses, but it has its compensa- 
tions, and to be picked out in this 
way is compensation for long hours, 
hard labor and worry of public of- 
fice.” 

Smith is the forty-first recipi- 
ent of the Laetare medal. It is of 
gold, one side bearing an upraised 
mallet on an outline of the State of 
New York on which Albany is 
marked by a diamond. Around the 
edge, in Latin, is the legend, ““The 
truth is great and shall prevail.” 
On the other side is the name of 
the former Governor, the year 1929 
and the donor, the University of 
Notre Dame.

At 6 o’clock this evening Moreau 
and his colleagues arrived at the 
Hotel George V. They Kept their 
own counsel so far as the press 
was concerned regarding whether 
they had decided upqn the accept- 
ance or rejection of Young’s propo- 
sition. 

Pressure for the U. 8S. Proposal. 

A settlement, if it material- 
izes, will not come without consid- 
erable persuasion and perhaps 
tactful pressure, but the opinion 
was growing that the Young.plan 
tentatively accepted by Dr. Hjal- 
mar Schacht, German spokesman, 
represented the American financial 
world. 

Neither France nor Belgium, 
upon which the final decision of 
acceptance or rejection seemed to- 
day to rest, is desirous of antagon- 
izing the American money inter- 
ests.

TEN YEARS OF SUFFERING 
ON ICY SOVIET CONVICT ISLE 


Hungarian, Back From 
White Sea Colony, Tells 
of Hardship of Six Thou- 
sand Persons Held There. 


By the Associated Press. 

BUDAPEST, Hungary, May 6.— 
Hundreds of Hungarians languish 
in soviet prisons, says Adolf San- 
dor, who was made a prisoner of 
war on the Poland front in 1914 
and has returned home after 15 
years detention. 


The Hungarians are held, he 
claims, to expiate the hundreds of 
communists who were put to death 
in Hungary after the collapse of 


fthe Bela Kun Government, 


Sandor relates that he spent 10 
years on the icebound island of So- 
lovetski at the mouth of the Gulf 
of Onega, an arm of the White 
Sea, He says that for seven 
months of each year no one from 
the outside world comes to the 
island. .There are 6000 prisoners 
there of every known nationality, 
about one-third of them women, 

When first captured in 1914 San- 
dor was marched with others to 
Siberia. In 1917 when Russia 
made its separate peace with the 
Central Powers, he was released 
and trudged through snow for six 
months, finally reaching Moscow. 
There he was arrested as an Hun- 
garian spy and sentenced to Solo- 
vetski. 

The sun seldom shines 
island and disease is rife. 
rages in the summer. 

“The prisoners are divided into 
three classes,” Sandor explains. 
“TKe most favored receive one kilo- 
gram (2.2 pounds) of brown bread 
daily. The second class receives 
about four-fifths as much but the 
third gets only a little more than 
half that amount. ‘Tea, concocted 
by boiling roots, and. fish soup 
which few can stomach, complete 
the fare. 

“Each prisoner must cut down 
‘12 trees a day. Failure to ac- 
complish the task is severely pun- 
ished and once when I failed I 
was thrown naked into the icy sea. 
But this was a blessing in disguise 
for I developed pneumonia and 
had to be sent to a hospital at 
Kem.” 

Prisoners find life so intolerable 
on the island that many of them 
eourt serious hurts in order to be 
sent to the hospital.

ADVOCATES HIGHSPEED 
PARKWAYS FOR CITIES 


E. W. James of Bureau of Pub- 
lic Regards Them as Solu- 
tion of Traffic Problem. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 6.-€ondi- 
tions responsible for conception of 
the super-highway are leading to 
genéral use of parkways for rapid 
movement of light traffic through 
congested areag. 

While most of the parkway de- 
velopment has been tn metropolitan 
and suburban areas, the Bureau of 
Public Roads considers the inher- 
ent possibilities of the parkway to 
be so great that it has undertaken 
a detailed study of the engineer- 
ing features involved in the success 
of such a projéct. 

E. W. James, chief design engi- 
neer for the bureau, who undertook 
the study, points out that a park- 
way, in the real sense of the word, 
is more than a fine boulevard of 
landscaped city street. 

It is high speed arterial high- 
way, flanked by park landscaping 
and is not a part of the regular 
city street network. Its principal 
function is to provide an arterial 
highway combined with the esthe- 
tic benefits of a park. 

The successful parkway, in 
James’ opinion, must be free from 
intersections at grade with other 
traffic lines; have at least a sin- 
gle 40-foot pavement or two 30- 
foot strips; and should be acceassi- 
ble only through infrequent ap- 
proach roads and ramps.

White House Announces 
Appointment of Son of 
Former Justice to Post 
Vacated by Mitchell. 


MEMBER OF FATHER’S 
NEW YORK LAW FIRM 


Has Appeared Frequently 
Before Supreme Court, 
and Will Prepare Govern- 
ment Briefs for Tribunal 


WASHINGTON, May 6.—The ap- 
pointment of Charles Evans 
Hughes Jr., as Solicitor-General 
was announced today at the White 
House. 

President Hoover's selection was 
a surprise to political Washington, 
as Hughes’ name never had been 
mentioned in connection with the 
gossip as to a possible successor to 


vated to the post of Attorney-Gen- 
eral on March 4. 

Hughes is the son of Charles 
Evans Hughes, former Secretary of 
State and former Supreme Court 
Justice, and one of those upon 
whom Mr. Hoover has leaned for 
advice. 

The new Solicitor-General is con- 
mected with the law firm of 
Hughes, Rounds, Schurman & 
Dwight of New York City. His fa- 
ther is head of the firm. He is @ 
graduate of Brown University and 
the Harvard Law School. 

Backed by Committee. 

For some time Hughes Jr. has 
been moderately active in New 
York politics and was ‘ 
for the appointment by the New 
York Patronage Committee set up 
by President Hoover. 

The New York lawyer is named 
to a post which has been held by 
a number of men who have at- 
tained distinction in law and poli- 
tics. 

Among those who have held the 


| position are Chief Justice Taft, 


John W. Davis, who also was Am- 
bassador to Great Britain and 
Democratic presidential candidate 
in 1924; James M. Beck, who now 
is a member of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, and Frederick W. 
Lehmann of St. Louis. 

The Solicitor-Geme.ulship is the 
first of the Important posts in the 
Department of Justice to be filled 
by the President since his inaugu- 
ration. An Assistant Attorney- 
General to succeed William J. 
Donovan is yet to be selected and 
the slate of assistants to the Attor- 
ney-General has yet to be made 
up. 

After Mitchell was made Attor- 
ney-General, Alfred A. Wheat, of 
New York. acted as Solicitor, but 
with his elevation to the bench of 
the District of Columbia Supreme 
Court a selection of «a Solicitor- 
General became Imperative. 

Duties of Office, 

The position of Solicitor-General 
is considered the most arduous in 
the Department of Justice, The. 
Sclicitor-General prepares briefs 
for all Government cases that are 
presented to the Supreme Court, 
reviews the briefs that are pre- 
pared for other courts, and attends 
to all the legal business of the 
Government. 

The new Solicitor-General was 
admitted to practice before the 
Supreme Court In 1920, and has 
appeared before the highest trib- 
unal several times, generally to aa- 
sist his father. His last appear~ 
ance before the Court was on the

The survey disclosed that, con- 
trary to the generally accepted idea 
that St. Louis figms have been 
shipping only to tin American 
countries, local concerns are ex- 
porting goods to virtually every 
country on the globe, including 
Central and South America, Eu- 
rope, Mexico, Canada, Cuba, the 
Far East, <Australasia. Africa, 
Scandinavian countries and Balkan 
countries. 

The survey also indicated that a 
total of 291 separate and distinct 
items aré being exported from the 
St. Louis industrial district, not in- 
cluding the many hundreds of oth- 
er things included under the vari- 
ous general classifications. Among 
the principal commodities exportcod 
are electrical supplies, drugs and 
chemicals, patent medicines, shoes, 
dry goods, petroleum and its prod- 
ucts, packing house producis, 
horses and mules, wheat and corn, 
‘wheat flour, raw furs and agricu!- 
tural implements. 

“The proposed advertising cam- 
paign has great potentialities for 
St. Louis business,” the committe 
stated. “This is indicated by re- 
cent Government statistics which 
show that during 1928 Latin Amer- 
{ imported from other parts of 
t world merchandise amounting 
to $2,312,000,000.

GROWS IN INTELLIGENCE 


HE perfect baby grows steadily 

in intelligence. 

There are today any number 
of tests and charts by which psy- 
chologists, behaviorists and spe- 
cialists of one sort and another, 
it is claimed, can determine the 
grade of a child's intelligence. 

All these tests are still in the 
experimental stage. If you are 
curtous about them it will no doubt 
be of some help to the scientist 
in testing his theories if you sub- 
mit your child to his experiment. 
However, don’t let the result cause 
you too much worry. 

A surer way for you to fudge 
whether or not your baby is grow- 
ing steadily in intelligence is to 
note the increasing alertness of his 
face, whether he notices, remem- 
bers and identifies things, people 
and sounds, his growing respon- 
siveness and stimuli. 

Does he smile when you smile? 
Does he turn when he hears the 


[door open? Is he aware when 
someone walks into the room? And 
so on. 

At six to eight weeks he should 
begin to recognize objects. A bot- 
tle of milk, for instance, should 
draw a responsive smile and a 
lighting up of the eyes. 

At two months he not only hears 
sounds but notes the direction the 
sound comes from. He will turn 
if he hears your footsteps ap- 
proach his crib.

We are quite apt to treat chil- 
dren's fears too lightly. This is be- 
cause we fai] to understand child 
impressions. The girl who is 
frightened by a cow chasing her 
will ever after show a timidity, if 
not actual fear, of cows unless wise 
steps are taken to couteract the 
feeling. 

Perhaps your child is afraid of a 
dog. Do you try to overcome her 
fear by saying “the dog won't hurt 
you?” Some dog might, you know, 
Would it not be better to create 
a love for dogs by reading and tell- 
ing her dog stories, particularly 
those including children? ‘To es- 
tablish confidence go close to dogs, 
giving her your protecting arm and 
hand, and pat the dog. Hold her 
hand while she touches the animal, 
It may take a long time but grad- 
ually her fear will subside and 
eventually she may hug a dog with 
real ple re. 

You would not willingly fright- 
en your child, but your table con- 
versation may have been of some 
harrowing happening.
